The Senate hearing on a proposed bill 
to regulate precious metals dealers drew 
an overflow attendance of about sixty, 
most of v r hcm op-iosed many or all of the 
provisions cf the bill. Senatpr Eleanor 
Poddies who sponsored the bell had made 
several changes which were improvements 
over t he original House bill, but the bill 
still received such strong opposition that 
a group of coin *nd antique dealers were 
invited to meet with the committee and 
police representatives to try to reach 
agtrrment on a bill acceptable to both. 

Some progress may have been made but all 
should watch for the House committee 
hearing , which should be coming soon, to 
testify on the new version if unacceptable.
